Dr. G. ‘A. Hobbs, Associate Entomolo- 
gist at the Field Crop Insect Laboratory, 
Lethbridge, expresses concern about the 
harm’ that can be done by indiscriminate 
dusting and spraying of forage seed fields. 
Use insecticides with care, he advises. First 
make sure the need is there, then don’t ex- 
ceed the dose recommended. 

In applying chemicals to destroy lygus, 
the aim of the alfalfa seed grower is to pre- 
vent damage to the bloom. But unless the 
bloom is fertilized and the seed set, his pur- 
pose is defeated. His friends in this case 


It kills one kind almost as 


are the wild bumblebees and leaf-cutter bees’ 


that trip and cross-pollinate the alfalfa 
flowers. Where these bees are absent there 
is little seed set in Alberta’s alfalfa fields. 

~ Since bees rarely visit alfalfa before 
the flowers open, there will be little danger 
to them from. dust or spray applied at this 
time. It is in the chemicals used during 
the blooming period that the danger lies. 
Toxaphone is the preferred insecticide when 
the crop is in bloom. It is somewhat less 
poisonous to bees that DDT. Timing is also 
important. ‘Some protection can be provided 
by using the insecticide only in the evening 
b bone the flight of the bees is over for the 

ay. 

But the alfalfa seed grower has other 
friends in the field. Among them are the 
predators, the lions and tigers of the insect 
world. One of these, the damsel bug, can 
do magnificent work in cleaning up the 
lygus pest. Under controlled conditions, one 
of these predators killed 29 young and adult 
lygus during its life. Once established, a 
comparatively small number of predators 
can quickly reduce the pest population. If 
they are destroyed, another’ source of crop 

. protection is gone. : 

These are not the only problems facing 
the entomologist when considering insecti- 
cides for crop protection. But they do indi- 
cate the need for careful thought on the part 
of the scientist and careful application on the 
part of the farmer, It doesn’t pay to assume 
that if one pound of an insecticide is recom- 
mended, twice that amount will be better. 
Stay with the recommendation, advises Dr. 
Hobbs, Careless use of an insecticide can be 
disastrous,

_DOWN ON THE FARM 


The Easy Way 
By ELVIN W. PERSON : 


ESTHER, Alta. — Mr. Pue's article, “How to 
Loaf for a Living,” telling about how things’ could 
bé done easier on the farm, reminds me of how 
some of the old timers in this neck-of-the-woods 
saved their backs by using their brains, 

To make things easier for himself, our nearest 
neighbor, a Norwegian, Christopher Torgerson by 
name, took to combining hfS$ farm buildings in order 
to save steps, time, lumber and labor. The ma- 
chine companies had been doing a lot of combining 
in' regard to machinery, he thought. The binder 
and the threshing machine had been put together 
to make a combine harvester. Then somé bright 
engineer had decided to add the tractor and make 
what is known as a self-propelled combine. So why 
not combine buildings, Chris thought. Wouldn’t

His story to The Observer on his 
Tistt to the Canadian west shows how the 
great developments there look te British 
eyes. 


|The red-faced man in front of me in the 
queue at the cashier’s desk was determined to be 
nasty. He had told us several times that they did 
things better in Chicago, and that he couldn't 
think why he had ever come to Calgary, or Al- 
berta or Canada. 

: “Seven dollars is too much for a hotel room 
in this hick town” he grumbled as he counted 
out seven Collar bills and turned ‘to go. “Excuse 
me} sir” said: the patient eashier, “there is’ an- 
other 40 cents to pay, the United States dollar 
is at a discount here you know.” 

i There was a moment in which apoplexy 
seemed certain, «and mayhem likely, but.the 
shock was too great and the Chicagoan paid up 
without -a word. Not a single Canadian grinned, 
but:all of them managed. to look very pleased in 
a restrained way. ° 

The price of hotel rooms, and the difficulty 
of getting them even at. a price, is only one in- 
dication of the boom which. is enveloping the 
West of Canada. Every town is surrounded by 
concentric rings.of new houses, the last few rows 
usually still awaiting the arrival of public ser- 
vices.sIn* Edmonton, which is both the capital 
of Alberta and self-consciously postmarks all let- 
erg “The oil capital of Canada,” the town has 
grown. so fast that the airport has been entirely 
surrounded. : 

: There can be no doubt that Edmonton is a 
boom town; money is easy, prices are grotesque, 
the. broad streets are clogged with shiny bulbous 
new American cars. Yet the scene, which is in 
mi “ways so reminiscent of American movies 
abequt boom .towns in the old West, is given’ a 
Aeduitely ‘Canadian flavor by the curious fact 
that this is a puritanical boom. At ten o'clock. 
the town is asleep, there are no gambling dens, 
no}shots in the night followed by the sound of 
sheriff’s posses, above all, there are no saloons. 

* It.is not possible to buy a.drink of any- 
thing Stronger ‘than’ beer in Edmonton and 
even that is only provided in bars for men separ- 
atéd by a thick wall from bars for. women. Al- 
berta takes the pleasures of wealth with a 
Presbyterian seriousness that reflects the strong 
Scots element in the population. ~ 44 . 

_ The Prime Minister of the Province is him- 
self an earnest Churchman who regards polities 
as. the continuation of religion by other means. 
His Social Credit Government has long since 
abandoned ideas of currency manipulation (ex- 
cept in theory) and concentrates its attention dn 
sound, honest and very conservative administra- 
tion.

The sudden flowering pf the, United. States, 
in the past ten years, and particularly the shift 
in the balance of power within the States to a 
litte West of Centre, has made the Canadian 
West far more aware of the’ merits of a more 
distant, less powerful Britain. In Commonwealth 
talk Canada may seem to us to be just part of 
the dollar area, but in talks across the border 
Canadians are almost agressively British. 


There are weaknesses in the Canadian posi- 
tion of independence of which they are very 
well aware. The need to get capital from the 
United States alone, rather than from two or 
more competitive bidders is one such weakness; 
the lack of an indigenous Canadian culture is 
another, though every effort is being made to 
produce “national” schools of Art and Letters.

PUBLIC CO-OPERATION NEEDED 


FOR EFFECTIVE CIVIL DEFENCE

Carefully, the number of Casualties, dead, and 


homeless were calculated, and the tremendous problem of 


restoration laid before a large 


in Civil Defence. 


The enormity of the problem 
brought out clearly the great 


numbers of CD workers required’ 


to carry out this task. It was also 
clearly demonstrated that. a vast 
number of highly trained person- 
nel would be required. More 
people in fact than there are at 
present in the city. 

To understand this apparent 
paradox let us look at the map of 
the city. The city is seven miles 
long from north to south, and six 
miles from east to west, an area 
of approximately 40 square miles. 
The river cuts the city into two 
unequal parts. The northern por- 
tion being the larger. 

The northern portion of the city 
is divided, for the purpose of Civil 
Defence, into three sub-divisions. 
Sub-division A runs from the 
City’s west boundary to 121st 
Street; Sub-division B from 121st 
Street to 97th Street, and Sub- 
division C from 97th Street to 
the east boundary of the City. 

South of the river there are two 
Sub-divisions, Sub-division D from 
the west boundary to 104th Street 
and Sub-division E from 104th 
Street to the East boundary. 

These Sub-divisions have been 
selected along geographical lines 
and were made to faciitate con- 
trol of the situation. Thus, if 
Sub-division B were damaged, 
help could come from Sub-division 
Aor C. The Sub-divisions D and 
E on the south side of the river 
could likewise support each other. 

A point was chosen as_ the 
bomb-fall for this hypothetical 
atom bomb, The devasted area 1 
mile in diameter from this loca- 
tion would include many of our 
technical services and thus pro- 
vide the greatest number of pro- 
blems. The power plant, com- 
munication—vroad, rail, telephone, 
“tlegraph, teletype, would all be 
seriously affected. “Large build- 
ings housing important living 
needs wou!d be destroyed—food, 
clothing, gas, oil, machinery, 
trucks, cars, building supplies, 
practically everything supplying 
the wholesale needs, lies in this 
area. The natural gas supply 
would be seriously effected. 
Roads would be piled with debris. 
1 People would be killed, trapped in 
fallen buildings and woundéd. 

Outside of this devastated area 
would be a ring of burning build- 
ings 14 mile deep and approxi- 
mate'y 5 miles in ecireumference, 
containing trapped, wounded and 
dead. Beyond this area of de- 
struction would be shattered 
homes suffering varying degrees 
‘of damage, but without glass ‘in 
anysof the windows, and with 
Die and roofs strained and dam- .

number of persons interested 
be drawn. Let us stop the picture 
and survey the situation. 

There would be thousands of 
peopte killed and about twice as 
many injured; more than half of 
the injured would require hospital 
treatment, and the homeless 
would run to fantastic numbers. 
All utilities, food supplies,. and 
medical supplies would be cut off. 
If we had no pre-p'anning and no 
Civil Defence organization we 
could not find out What had hap- 
pened, nor be advised what to do, 
and we would have no organiza- 
tion to do it. 


But you cannot say “Let there 
be a Civil Defence,’ and have it, 
I do not say this irreverently. 
There can, be no Civil Defence 
Organization without YOU, You 
are a part of the Civil Defence 
machine and the operation of that 
machine depends. on your know- 
ledge, training and co-operation. 
You cannot. ask someone else to 
give you sécurity. Your neigh- 
bor depends on you and you wil! 
have to depend on your neighbor. 
Are you satisfied with his. know- 
ledge and training? Are you satis 
fied with your own? Will you, like 
Robert Burns’ mouse, survey your 
“Wee bit house now in ruin” and 
run away ‘with nothing new to 
build a new one”? Run away? 
Where? Of course this is the 
proper proceduce for a mouse, but 
thinking human beings will have 
to devise something beter. 

Now we have the nucleus of a 
Civil Defence organization. We 
have done a lot of pre-planning. 
All the heads of our city services 
have discussed such a situation as 
I have outlined, but by this time 
you must realize that such a disas- 
ter is not only far beyond the 
powers of the civic services which 
strugg’e to maintain our growing 
city in these expanding times; this 
restoration will require help from. 
outside the city—fire brigades 
from Red Deér, Fort Saskatche- 
wan, all the towns around, and 
most of all help from YOU. But 
we won't have time to tell you 
what to do when the bomb has 
dropped, but we can tell you now. 
Do you want to listen? Sure you 
do. 
Civil Defence Training Headquar- 
ters, phone 43575, and if you can’t 
get us on the phone, come and see 


us, We're here waiting and work- 
ing too, Don’t think we don’t 
need you. We do. In fact, your 


neighbor, your family, your Civil.

‘Dud’ Bomb Kills 4, 
Injures 3 at Sarcee 


Three soldiers were killed and 
i four, injured when a bomb ex-

ploded accidentally at the army, 


shooting range near Currie bar- 
yvacks Monday afternoon. All 
casualties were recruits of the 2nd 
battalion, Princess Patricia’s Can- 
adian Light Infantry. 

All names were withheld until 
next-of-kin have been notiifed, in 
accordance with army procedure, 
hut it was understood all seven 
soldiers were from ecastern Can- 
ada. 

DURING LUNCH 

‘Army authorities- said the ex 
plosion oceurred during the lunck 
hour break when one of the dead 
soldiers was investigating what he 
thought was a dud, 

The men had just finished their 
pi¢nie meal on the range when the 
accident occurred. 

An army spokesman said the 
recruits had already been severely 
warned not to. touch ammunition 
or explosives which had been sus- 
pected as duds. 

The bomb, known as a bazooka 
or rocket launcher bomb, exploded 
before the officer-in-charge™ or 
NCO’s noticed the small group 
examining it. 

The casualties, ail young sol- 
diers undergoing primary military 
training at Currie Barracks, had 
been among a party engaged in 
weapon training at the range. 
Located on the Sarcee Indian re- 
serve, the range is several miles 
from the barracks. 

The wounded were taken to the 
Belcher hospital in Calgary, where 
the condition of one was stated ty 
be serious. 

A court of inquiry under Capt. 
C. Pine has already béen ordered 
to investigate the accident.
